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Under His Wings 


A radio message by Dr. John R. Rice 


I call your attention to a blessed 
passage in Psalm 91 that has been 
sweet to my heart in recent days. 
In 1918 I first found this Psalm 
when I was drafted in the Army. 
I was in Camp Travis in San 
Antonio, Texas, and then at Camp 
McArthur in Waco, and I had 
planned and expected and really 
hoped to go overseas in the middle 
of the terrible war. Here I found 
the Scripture, “He that dwelleth 
in the secret place of the most 


High shall abide under the shadow. 


of the Almighty.” 


Again in verse 4, “He shall 
cover thee with his feathers, and 
under his wings shalt thou trust.” 
And verses 5 to 7, “Thou shalt not 


be afraid for the terror by 
night; nor for the arrow that 
flieth by day.” That § arrow 
could mean machine guns, 


or aerial bombs or cannons 
and shells or infantry rifles or 
poisonous gas. Fear not “for the 
terror by night; nor the arrow 
that flieth by day; Nor for the 
pestilence that walketh in dark- 
ness; nor the destruction that 
wasteth at noonday. A thousand 
shall fall at thy side, and ten 
thousand at thy right hand; but 
it shall not come nigh thee.” 


Constant Abiding for the 
Christian 

I want to talk to you about 
this blessed thing of resting under 
the shadow of the Almighty. “He 
that dwelleth in the secret place 
of the most High shall abide under 
the shadow of the Almighty.” God 
is talking here about a dwelling 
place. It is not that I have just 
one place that I can run to for 
help; it is not that there is a 
church that I can go to on Sun- 
days; it is not that once a day 
I can go to a secret place of pray- 
er and there meet God. That is 
not it. It is not occasionally; it 
is not sometimes; it is not a 
supply center to where I can go 
for supplies, not a headquarters 
to which I can go for counsel. It 
is not a policeman I can report 
to and get some help. It is far 
more than that. It's a constant 
abiding place. “He that dwelleth 
in the secret place of the most 
High shall abide under the shadow 
of the Almighty.” The song says 


Constantly abiding, Jesus is mine; 

Constantly abiding, rapture divine; 

He never leaves me lonely, whispers, 0, so 
kind: 

“| will never leave thee,” Jesus is mine. 


That is what God is talking 


about here, “dwelling in the secret 
place of the most High, abiding 
under the shadow of the Al- 
mighty.” 

That means in verse 2, “I will

say of the Lord, He is my refuge 
and my fortress... in him will I 
trust.” : 

A Christian is in a fortress. He 
is protected. Philippians 4:6, .,7 
says, “Be careful for nothing.” 
You mean, Not worry about any- 
thing? No, not anything. Why? 
“But in every thing by prayer and 
supplication with thanksgiving let 
your requests be made known 
unto God. And the peace of God, 
which passeth all understanding, 
shall keep your hearts and minds 
through Christ Jesus.” “Keep” 
here is like a garrison of soldiers 
that keeps a sinner safely. So 
is a Christian always surrounded 
with the army of the Lord, always

Some have tried to tell the very 
day He would come. Perhaps that 
is one of the reasons why people 
do not believe this doctrine. He 
is coming, we know that, but just 
when He is coming we do not 
know. Matthew 24:36 settles that. 
Christ tells us to watch. 


“Therefore be ye also ready, 
for in such an hour as ye think 
not, the Son of Man cometh.” 


Some people say that this means 
death; but the Word of God does 
not say this means death. John 
21:23 seems to settle the matter. 


There is another mistake, as you 
will find if you read your Bibles 
carefully. Some people think that 
at the coming of Christ every- 
thing is to be done up in a few 
minutes; but I do not so under- 
stand it. The first thing He is 
to do is to take His church out 
of the world. He calls the church 
His bride, and He says He is go- 
ing to prepare a place for her. 


In the closing verses of the 
fourth chapter of I Thessalonians, 
Paul says: “If we belheve that 
Christ died and rose again, even 
so also them which sleep in Jesus 
will God bring with him.... We 
which are alive and remain unto 
the coming of the Lord shall not 
precede them which are asleep. 
For the Lord himself shall des- 
cend from heaven with a shout, 
with the voice of the archangel, 
and with the trump of God, and 
the dead in Christ shall rise first. 
Then we which are alive and re- 
main shall be caught up together 
with them im the clouds to meet 
the Lord in the air, and so shall 
we ever be with the Lord. Where- 


jfore comfort one another with 


these words.”

To wait for His Son; that is the 
true attitude of every child of God. 
Then over in the next chapter (1

est Africa. I read a sentence or 
two. 

“Listen, Daudi, this is what the 
great pioneer, Bwana Stanley, 


said about this country at which 
we are looking. He wrote: ‘This 
is a country of vile water, myriad 
insects, irritating to the point of 
madness, a ferment of trouble and 
distraction, and a vermin of petty 
annoyances to any traveller enter- 
ing the country.

Did you read in the daily papers 


of the $100,000 robbery at the 
Ford Motor Company plant in New 
Jersey? Probably not, because the 
thieves were not big-time crooks 
of the Capone or Dillinger variety. 
That tremendous amount repre- 
sented the loss to the company 


through employee 
two-year period! 

In Dallas, Texas, company 
which employs 3,000 personnel 
uses ball point pens costing only 
20c each. Security officials re- 
ported that their check showed 
that each employee takes home, 
on the average, one pen a month. 
In other words, the loss to the 
company totals $7,200 a year — yet 
none of the crooks seems to think 
he is stealing! 

This “mental. block” in workers 
about right and wrong on the job 
was summed up by a security 
chief for one of the plants in the 
Dallas Industrial area. He said: 
“The same guy who walks through 
the gate with a $5 wrench in his 
pocket wouldn't think of going 
into a hardware store and shop- 
lifting one. The first time it dawns 
on him that he has stolen some 
thing is when we sit down in our 
office and confront him with it.” 

Wrong is wrong and stealing is 
stealing, no matter what it is cal]- 
ed or how it is looked upon by the 
thief. The Bible command, ‘‘Thou 
Shalt not steal” (Exod. 20:15), is 
not limited in value, It is stealing 
to take a cookie, a pencil, or a 
candy bar which belongs to an- 
other just as much as it is to get 
into the First National Bank at 
3 a.m, and leave with $150,000 
of the depositors’ money. The fact 
that it “for the kids” or for 
“the home workshop,” makes no 
difference.

Days, by Helen Driscoll. The mis- 
sionary travels of Rev. Paul Dris- 
coll and Mrs. Driscoll of the Mid- 
City Baptist Church, New Orleans. 
The book is in two sections, the 
first section telling of the round- 
the-world trip, the second telling 
of the wonderful growth of Mid- 
City Baptist Church.

The account and the viewpoint 
are limited somewhat by the fact 
that the only missionaries contact- 
ed were Southern Baptist mission- 
aries, The account of the four days 
in Palestine is specially helpful. 

Perhaps best of_all are the last 
sixty-nine pages of the book, the 
section about the origin and 
growth of the seventeen-year-old 
Mid-City Baptist Church in New 
Orleans, which under God Brother 
and Mrs. Driscoll started from 
nothing, and now has 2,600 mem- 
bers, This section complete with 
pictures is detailed, factual, and 
shows the methods by which this 
church baptized some 350 new con- 
verts last year in the great Catho- 
lic city of New Orleans and the 
methods of building, financing the 
church, the emphasis on the Sun- 
day School and on the visitation, 
etc. There are 220 pages, cloth- 
bound, $2.95. Pastors earnestly set- 
ting out to build great soul-win- 
ning churches would find this book 
well worth the price.

But in certain wealthy 
and fashionable churches, where 
they have the form of godliness, 
but deny the power thereof—this 
doctrine is not preached or be- 
lieved. We live in the day of 
shams in religion. The church is 
cold and formal; may God wake 
us up! And I know of no better 
way ‘to do it than to get the 
church to looking for the return 
of our Lord. 


I have felt like working three 
times as hard ever since I came to 
understand that my Lord is com- 
ing again. I look upon this world 
as a wrecked vessel. God has given 
me a lifeboat, and said to me, 
“Moody, save all you can.”

The Mother Hen Pictures 

God’s Loving Protection 

I wish I had time to go into 
all the beautiful imagery taught 
in the Bible about “under his 
wings shalt thou trust.” Here is 
a picture of a mother hen and 
baby chicks. When it rains you 
make room for the mottier hen to 
get in out of the storm with the 
little ones, or the little ones run 


when the mother clucks. There 
is a hawk overhead and the 
shadow flashes in the sky, so 


mother makes room for the little 


chickens to crowd under 
wings. Or if it is cold,—how they 
get under mother’s wings and she 


fits them in. Somehow the downy 
feathers protect, and they are not 
cold any more. Oh, the little com- 
forting cheep of little chickens 
under* mother’s wings! Maybe you 
have never seen that wonderful 
picture. 

Someone asks, “Is God like a 
mother hen?” Yes, God is like 
all mothers. You see, God made 
mothers. All the good mothers, 
all the instinct of motherhood that 
God put in animals, God had it 
first. And all the conscious joy 
and sacrifice and devotion and un- 
gf ifishness that is in mother love 
in good mothers, God had it first, 
for God made mothers. Wasn't 
God good to make mothers?

Notice in Psalm 17, “Hide me 
under the shadow of thy wings.” 
Isn't that a sweet prayer? Again 
in Psalm'36:7, “Blessed are those 
who put their trust under the 
shadow of thy wings.” And Psalm 


57:1, “In the shadow of thy 
wings will I make my refuge 
”" In Psalm 61:4, “I will trust 


in the covert of -thy wings.” In 
Psalm 63;7, “Therefore in the 
shadow of thy wings will I re- 
joice.” And 91:4, the one I read 
you today, “under his wings shalt 
thou trust.” Malachi, chapter 4 
and verse 2, talks about Jesus’ 
coming, the Son of righteousness 
who shall rise with healing in His 
wings. 

All the baby chick needs is to 
get under the downy, closed wings 
of its mother. And all a Christian 
needs is to be close to God, tucked 
in under the wings of God. 


Jesus Too Used This Sweet

Jesus expressed this sentiment 
when He wept_over Jerusalem and 
said, “O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, 
thou that killest the prophets, and 
stonest them which are sent unto 
thee, how often would I have gath- 
ered thy children together, even as 
a hen gathereth her chickens under 
her wings, and ye would not!” 
Jesus said, “I just longed after 
you. I would have tucked you in 
like a mother tucks in a baby or 
holds it snug in her arms, or like 


a mother hen covers her little ones 
with her wings and cheeps and 
comforts until the little one is 
warm and contented and hidden 
from. all harm.” Jesus said, “O 
Jerusalem, you will be destroyed 
in, AD 70. Forty years more and 
Titus and his Roman legions will 
destroy you; but it need not have 
been. I wanted you and I have 
been burdened for you. My arms 
are brought out to you. How often 
would I have gathered you as a 
hen doth gather her brood under 
her wings.” 


Helpless, Trusting, Safe,

Psalm 91 says, “He shall cover 
thee with his feathers, and under 


If it is painful for you to criticize 
your friends, you are safe in doing 
it.

his wings shalt thou trust.” All 
you troubled people, all you wor- 
ried people, why don’t you say 
today, “O Lord Jesus, let me be 
a nobody, let me be a baby held 
in a mother’s arms, let me be a 
little chick snuggled under the 
hen’s wings. Let me be as innocent 
and as ignorant and as helpless, 
it may be, as all the things that 
need protection. Let me be like 
that little chicken, like a bird in 
the ‘nest. Let me be under God's 
wings today.” 

Ira D. Sankey, the singer for 
D. L. Moody, wrote the song: 


Under His wings | am safely abiding; 


Tho’ the night deepens and tempests are- 


wild, 

Still | can trust Him; | know He will keep 
me; 

He has redeemed me, and | am His child. 


Under His wings, what a refuge in sorrow! 

How the heart yearningly turns to his rest! 

Often when earth has no balm for my 
healing, 

There | find comfort, and there | am blest. 


Under His wings, 0 what precious enjoyment! 
There will | hide till life's trials are o'er; 
Sheltered, protected, no evil can harm me; 
Resting in Jesus I'm safe evermore. 


Under His wings, under His wings, 
Who from His love can sever? 

Under His wings my soul shall abide, 
Safely abide forever. 


The 9ist Psalm goes on to say, 
“Because thou hast made the 
Lord, which is my refuge, even 
the most High, thy habitation.” 
Not a place to visit—a place to 
live. Not a person to call in emer- 
gency, a person who just covers 
me over and hides me. I am. with 
Him. “Closer is He than breathing, 
and nearer than hands and feet,” 
said Alfred Lord ‘Tennyson. 
“There shall no evil befall thee, 
neither shall any plague come 
nigh thy dwelling. For he shall 
give his angels charge over thee, 
to keep thee in all thy ways. They 
shall bear thee up in their hands, 
lest thou dash thy foot against 
a stone. Thou shalt tread upon 
the lion and adder: the young 
lion and the dragon shalt thou 
trample under feet.” 


And so, the angels of God are 
around us. God’s overshadowing 
wings are protecting us. That 
must be the picture of the cheru- 
bim in the temple with their 
golden wings overshadowing the 
altar of mercy, the mercy seat. 
And there is God with His wings 
over us. 

I beg you who hear me today, 
rest under His wings and be 
content. 


“The Shadow of the 


Almighty” 
Come back to that starting 
verse again, Psalm 91, “He that 


dwelleth in the secret place... .” 
Dwelis? Yes. Lives there, in the 
secret place? Oh, yes, where you 
are shut off from everybody else, 
and there are transactions be- 
tween you and God which no one 
else Knows. There are secrets be- 
tween you and God no one -else 
ever hears. A secret place where 
nobody else can find you except 
God. 


“He that dwelleth in the secret 
place of the most High shall abide 
under the shadow of the Aj- 
mighty.” Oh, the blessed shadow 
of God! A lot of people, not fami- 
liar with the South, do not knew 
how important it is to have shade. 
They think that these big Stetson 
hats that we wore when I was a 
cowboy in west Texas, were main- 
ly for looks. No, If you rode under 
the pitiless sun, with the heat 
of from 100 to 115 degrees, you 
would need a broad brim, and a 
bandana handkerchief around 
your neck, it may be, to keep you 
from sunburn and to absorb the 
sweat. How sweet it is to stop 
when you come in from the ride, 
and get under the chuck wagon 
in the shade; or if you are on the 
farm and pick cotton or hoe, then 
you come in and rest under the 
shade of a tree at the end of a 
row or under the cotton wagon, 
if you are picking cotton. 

Well, every Christian can abide 
in the shadow from the pitiless 
sun that beats down on all the 
world. We can have peace in God, 
safely abiding in Jesus and under 
His wings. “He shall cover thee 
with his feathers, and under his 
wings shalt thou trust: his truth 
shall be a shield and buckler’— 
protected from all kinds of evils 
and plagues and evil spirits and 
war and famine. “Thou shalt not 
be afraid for the terror by night; 
nor for the arrow that flieth by 
day; Nor for the pestilence that 
walketh in darkness; nor for the 
destruction that wasteth at noon- 
day. A thousand shall fall at thy 
side, and ten thousand at thy 
right hand; but it shall not come 
nigh thee. 

Rest in the shadow of the Al- 
mighty. Oh, today unload your 
burdens and come and take your 
place under the wings and rest 
in peace today. Are you lost? 
Well, what a wonderful Saviour! 
Trust Him now!
